Available' to Air Cadets 

. An .annjial ..ysoa-acholartbip r-to 
help defray coits durlnif the first 
year of the aeronautical engineering 
course at the University of Toronto, 
was. announced recently by C. 
Douglas Taylor of Montreal, presl- 
dent of the Air Cadet League of 
Canada, in a statement issued 
through the league's office. 

The scholarship will .be known 
as the Sir James MacBrien scholar- 
ship In honor of the Canadian who 
founded the Aviation League of 
Canada and did much to advance 
the cause of private, flying in the 
Dominion. It will be awarded for 
the first time this year. 

Graduate air cadets of senior 
matriculation standing who are 
strongly recommended by their 
squadron officials will be eligible 
for the award. I^i addition to out- 
standing basic qualifications, the 
atvard will be made to. the air cadet 
considere4^y the' Judges to have 
rendered the most valuable services 
to hit squadron and his community, 

Selection will be made by a board 
of three judges to be appointed by 
the University of Toronto, the Chief 
qf the Air Staff and the Air Cadet 
League of Canada.

It 
was originally hoped that "the un- 
fortunate occurrence," as he termed 
It, could be settled out of court but 
both girls are determined to have 
things settled openly due to ' the 
large amount of. publicity the in- 
cidents have already had.

In thite days of international misunderstand- 
ing^ and of ont-sided pictures it is refreshing to 
not* that a representative group of McGill stud- 
enti vill be fortunate enough to visit some of 
thi epulitrièà behind the so-called "Iron Cur- 
tàia" this summer. AMiile it is .the general feel- 
ing of the campus that the 25 who will spend a 
month or so in Europe, should not be considered 
in any way as spokesmen for the Students Soc- 
iety or for the Students Executive Couneil, 
nevertheless we see here n great opportunity for 
Canadians, especially Canadian students, to see 
for themselves just what conditions arc like in 
countries like Yugoslavia, remote from us not 
only in geographical terms but in thought and 
aimi as well. 

The tour is obviously in the nature of a 
good-will journey. During the period of travel, 
the 26 will visit England, France, Switierland 
and Ciechoslovakia as well as the country of 
their Yugoslavian hosts. There will be an op- 
portunity to attend the festival of the World 
Fidèrstion of Democratic Youth in Pragije. 
The Federation has been termed a Communist 
body, but now some of our fellow-students— in- 
«ludin|: among thsir Aumber people of all poli-

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Record Reviews 

LITTLE PRELUDES, a recently arrived DIBC 
album, features Erno Balogh, pianiit, playing tlec- 
tlont by Bach. There are two groups of Little Pre- 
ludes (six in one, twelve in the other), three minu- 
elt and a gavotte. 

"nils album brlngt to eollectort a group of piano 
•elections not normally encountered. Thé Little Pre- 
ludes, designed at exercises on the piano, are re- 
markable lor their timplicity and range of expres- 
aion. While they are not Bach at hit greatest,' they 
demonstrate his mastery- of these miniature forms. 

Mr. Balogh gives a faithful performance of these 
selectiont.. If, in a few inatancet, the playing it too 
objective, it is for the moit part sensitive and occa- 
sionally brilliant. 

SCARLATTI SONATAS, a MUSICRAFT album 
recently itsued, 1 explores vary' thoroughly for the 
liatener the pouibilities of expression latent in the 
harpsichord. This instrument, for many years 
damned is à brittle medium of expretalon and re- 
cenUy baekpn^ public favour, it exhibited in all its 
glory. b3f''.the''brilllaht young American artist, Sylvia 
Marlowe. 

The selections, taken from the works of the great- 
est master of harpsichord composition, are designed 
to giva thè maximum .variety of melddiet,. rhythms 
and effects, i Miw' Marlowe's Intcrpretationa, -while 
tending , toi objectivity, show a great mastery of the 
instrument and fine feeling for. interpretation. 

Two other recent releasee of interest to Montreal 
mutie lovert are the Emo Barogh recording of the 
Beethoven BontU "Pàthetlqna" and the release of 
some old Jotef Lhevinne reeordingi' under "Disc 
labeU. 

The Balogh recording is of especial interest be- 
cause it it the only recording of this popular work 
at present available in Canada. There have' been 
numerous other recordings by tuch famoua artiita 
aa Schnabel, Bacchaus, Serkln, Moltelvltch, Fischer, 
Szreter, Bauer, and Murdoch, but thèseVjwrlonn.* 
ancei have either fceen withdrawn or arè* avaiiaWe- 
only on import from Great Britain or the U5.A. The 
Balogh performance of the "Pathétique" compares 
favourably with the best of the above performances. 

The Jqtcf Lhevinne "Memorial Album" cohtaina 
recordings made by this great plinist,--.before he 
passed away not long ago, and never before released. 
The most Interesting performances in the album are 
those of the faganini-Liszt-Busoni "La Campanclla", 
and a performance of the famtd "Butterfly Etude" 
by Chopin, both of which have never been iMlter 
recorded. This ia a highly recommended album.

Before these "calamities" befall ut, 
I think it is time someone called 
attention : to the 'existence of a 
situation on the campus which 
affects relatively few but it never- 
theless important, and which ihould 
be ^ei^edlcd. 

I am referring to_ the matter of 
certain tcholarthips won by pre- 
medlcal studentt of thit univertity 
before ^entering the Faculty of 
Medicine. These scholarships are 
awarded on the basis of academic 
work in the Faculty of Arts and 
Science and are announced in May. 

It a pre-mcdical student is 
awarded one of these tcholarthips 
at ihe end of his third year in 
Arts and Science and enters Medi- 
cine the following year, "he finds 
that he cannot make use of the 
scholarship, for there is a clause 
which states that he must be in the 
Facility of Arts and Science to be 
able to get the financial grant. 

There is a second year scholar- 
ship (Robert Bruce acholarship) 
which is awarded for second year 
work in Science. If a pre-medlcal 
student wint It and enters medicine 
at the end of his third year in 
Scence, he would lose half of the 
scholarship. 

The medical course is one of the 
longest and most expentive courses 
on the campus. It is not the pur- 
pose of this letter to try to obtain 
more scholarships for medical stu- 
dentt, which are notoriously few, 
but it Is written in the hope that 
it will catch the attention of some 
authority who could In some way 
arrange to compensate medical 
itudenti who have won tcholarthips 
in Arts and Science, cannot make 
use of them while in medicine 'and 
who could well do with some ad- 
ditional funds. 

I do not know whether. Ihe money 
that would otherwise have gone to 
these students is given to other de- 
serving students or not. If no 
financial award is given to other 
students then thit certainly it 
tomething that itandt in immediate 
need to be remedied, for then no 
student is benefiting at all. 

There are at least four, students 
in the present second year medical 
class v/\\o have undergone the ex- 
perience described above; no doubt 
others have and will undergo this 
unfortunate experience if no steps 
are taken to prevent a recurrence, 
A Medical Student.

MRTs "Biography 
Highly Success ful-

"Biography" directed by Herbert 
Whittaker, which opened last night 
at the MRT playhouse, was an 
almost unconditional success, due 
at least in part to the fact that its 
cast was extremely telling in a 
modern vehicle, which dealt with 
typically problematic or psychologi- 
cally entangled characters. "Biog- 
raphy," in our opinion, will rank 
for a local Oscar at the end of the 
Montreal theatre season. To begin 
with, Hans Bcrends' set, with its 
Bohemian atmosphere of romantic 
dinginect, was one of the- most 
enjoyal^e we've teen thit year, 
Heirbert WhitUker'i direction, as 
usual, turned in an unusually 
smooth production, and pulled the 
play through some moments which 
might have been doubtful. 

There are people one keeps wait- 
ing, and people for whom one waits. 
Betty Wilton (who. played Candida 
latt .summer) é was sparkllngly ap- 
pealing from her firtt scene, at 
Marlon Fraude, the heroine for 
whom five men wait. Misi Wilson's 
interpretation of a singularly good 
and charming woman of the world 
was really moving, when it wasn't 
deftly humorous or wittingly 
charming. John Drexler, of Mc 
Glil, whom we remember in "Our 
Town" and- "Outward Bound" 
matched Miss Wilson with a fine 
performance scene by scene in the 
latt two acta, after a rather shaky 
start in the first act. At Richard 
Kurt, a sensitive and highly in- 
flamable magazine editor, he was 
not as good in his rudely bumptious 
moments as he was in his quieter 
and genuinely convincing scenes, 

Kenneth tiulley playing Leander 
Nolan, a United States senator in 
embryo, turned in the most con- 
vincing piece of acting we have 
seen in a long time; his part was a 
diffioult one (and somewhat unap- 
pealing, too) because of the 
changes ot mood and personality 
which he was expected to convey, 
and which he managed admirably. 
Victor Charles, as Feydie, a Vien- 
nese composer, although sometimes 
a little laborious with his accent 
surrounded Miss Wilson with> a 
highly creditable European past, 
giving a tensitively sound charac- 
teriz^on of the old-world type,. 
Lenorc Osborne, as Slade Klnni- 
cott, suited her Christian name, an 
intriguingly pretty one, to a T, but 
Edmond Asselln, as her father 
Orrin Kinnlcot, and Earle Fisher, 
as Warwick Wilton, a highly egot- 
istical actor, were less tatiifactory 
in apité of some good- momenti.

Soviet Schools 
Swell Output 
Of Graduates 



Schools 0/ higher learning in the 
U.S.S.R. turned out more than 70,000 
qualified graduates last year, an 
increase ot 150 per cent, over 1945. 
a report in the New York Times 
revealed. The Times credits the 
source of the report to the U.S.S.R. 
Embassy in Washington, D.C. ' 

The past year saw the size of 
the student body of the colleges and 
universities reach the pre-war level 
ot 560,000 students. 

According to the Soviet Minister 
of Higher Education, Sergei Krat- 
tanov, who prepared the report, the 
pre-war figure of 782 institutions ot 
higher education has been increased 
by. the creation ot several new 
schools specializing in vocational 
courses dealing with Industry, -agri 
culture and the arts. 

Despite the educational accent on 
scientific studies, . Mr. Krattanov 
states that "the number of scientific 
gradUBte^Avith higher education 
still'doei iiot meet the demand ot 
the steadily growing national econ- 
omy." The flow ot graduates, he 
feels, "must reach a total of 120,000 
to 130,000 annually." 

INCREASED ENROLLMENT 

Last year Soviet colleges and 
universities admitted 195,400 new 
students, a figure which the report 
says is a considerable increase over 
tlje pre-war enrollment. A partial 
explanation of this may be that 
1948 was thk first year In which 
the new Five-Year Plan went into 
effect. 

For those unable to attend college 
or devote a major portion of their 
time and effort to a full ciirriculum 
the correspodence* and. evening ex 
tension schools are similarly being 
expanded. 

Among the entrants to schools of 
higher learning were 25,000 w^r 
veterans. Veterans are granted 
special priorities In admission be- 
cause of their- service, and those 
who were ■ 'honor- > pupils, -while 
attending secondary Khool are ad- 
mitted without taking the normally 
required entrance -examinations 
As in this country, reinstatement 
of .veteran students who were 
attending school before entering 
service , it .likewise, in effect.
